J. M. Wall Late Cashier of Farm- 


ers' Bank Arrested. 


Indicted Witt J. L. WaiKlns For Making 


False Returns to the Government. 


Sir. Wall Arrested Late Last Night bj 


Uotteit StatOH BIi»r»hi»l DevjitinHjr-Hi 


Ooiim-clion With Hie Bank Only a 


Head — W1J1 Giv« ISoud. 


PERSONAL. 


J. M. Wall, late cashier of the 


Farmers' National bank, has been in- 
dicted in connection with J. L. Wat- 
kins for making false- returns to the 
government relative to the condition of 
the bauk. 


Mr. Wall was arrested about 9:30 


o'clock last evening by United States 
Marshal Devauuoy. 
Ho came to this 


city on the 0. P. & V. late train last 
evening, and entering a cab, asked to 
be driven to the residence of Mr. 
Wall. The latter had retired for the 
evening, but arose and was placed un- 
der arrest. 


The marshal and Mr. Wall then 


called upon several gentlemen to en- 
deavor to arrange for his bond. About 
half past eleven o'clock they went to 
the Hotel Portsmouth and spent the 
night. They arose early this morning, 
leaving the hotel before breakfaat, aud 
going to the residence of Mr. Wall for 
the morning meal. The entire fore- 
noon was then spent by Mr. Wall in 
the search for bondsmen. 


The arrest of Mr. Wall was expected 


after the news came of the indictment 
of Mr. Watkins. 
He was the cashier 


of the institution for many years and 
possessed au intimate knowledge of 
the condition of the bank. His indict- 
ment was for knowingly making false 
returns to the government. 


Mr. Wall was connected with the 


Farmers' bank for many years. He 
entered it as messenger boy, and, 
through his attention to his duites and 
general good business judgment, rose 
to the responsible position of cashier. 
It is not thought that Mr. Wall person- 
ally profited by any frauds in con- 
nection with the bank's miamanage- 
ment. The work was done at the in- 
stance of another man, who profited 
by it. 


MR. WALL TALKS. 


Mr. Wall was seen today noon by 


a Times reporter and asked if he had 
any statement to make to the-public. 
"No, I don't know as there is anything 
to say, replied Mr. Wall, " I think 
everybody understands my position. 
I 


have never wronged a person in the 
world. 
I never, during my whole con- 


nection with the bank, took, borrowed 
or appropriated a cent of the bank 
funds for my own use or any of my 
friends. 
I have been honest in all my 


dealings. 
I did not know the true 


condition of- affairs that existed in the 
©avis estate. I know he was behind 
with the bank some, but had no idea 
She bank was in such bad shape." 


Marshal Devaunoy and Mr. Wall 


left for Cincinnati on the O. & O. this 
afternoon, A. T. Holcomb aud A. A. 
Branch also went along to furnish 
bond. 
Au effort was made to have 


bond furnished here, but it could not 
be done. Mr. Wall must enter a plea 
in open court before bond can be given. 
Mr. Stnnton, who htvs been up in Vir- 
ginia for a few days, was telegraphed 
this morning by Mr. Wall. 
He is ex- 


pected to be on the train this afternoon 
and will go to Cincinnati. 
Mr. Wall 


is quite confident he will be able to 
f urnish the necessary bond to secure 
his release. 


Marshal Dovauuey refused to give 


out any information whatever. Ho 
stated that a telegram from the United 
Statoa marshal at Sun Diego Thursday 
stated that Mr. Watkius was too ill to 
bo removed. A guard is with him night 
and day, aud just as soon as his condi- 
tion will permit, Jie will be brought 
to Ohio. 


AS TO MR. WATKINS. 


It was understood today that the 


deputy United States marshal started 
for Cincinnati with Mr. Watkins in 
charge Thursday and would arrive in 
Cincinnati the first of next week. 
In 


that event, Mr. Watkins' condition has 
probably improved. 


Mr. Watkins' trouble arose through 


the concealment of the individual ac- 
count of the late George Davis with 
the bank. Davis was permitted by law 
to only borrow ton per cent, of the 
capital stock of the company, or |25,- 
000. 
He borrowed several times this 


amount. Part of it was protected by 
putting in notes of men in the employ 
of Mr. Davis, who were not financially 
responsible. Mr. Davis would endorse 
the notes and use the money. The 
examiners would suppose that these 
notes wore good. Once in awhile, when 
aioney taken was not protested and an 
examiner was expected, Mr. Watkins 
•would credit Mr. Davis with the sum 
on the books. In this way the exami- 
ners were deceived as to Mr. Davia' 
accounts with the bank and led to be- 
lieve that it was sound when, in reali- 
ty, it was practically insolvent. 


Mr. Watkins never took a vacation 


and was at his post in the bank every 
day for twenty years. No one else 
over saw the books. 
Finally, he was 


taken sick one day and then the true 
condition of 
affairs 
was revealed, 


when a now book-keeper was installed. 
A special examiner was sent for and 
the bank was ordered closed. 


In the meantime, Mr. Watkins sold 


his stock in a local business institution. 
It was valued at about $100,000. 
In 


part payment for this, he accepted 
$05,000 dne the institution from 
the 


bank, and other collateral, all of which 
he turned over to the bank in part pay- 
ment of the amount taken by Mr. 
Davis. 


Harry Chase, special agent and cor- 


respondent for "Hardware" a New 
York publication devoted to the hard- 
ivarc trade, was in Ihe city today. Mr. 
Chase has the reputation of being a 
hustler in his line. 


Dr. G. Wash Williams, the popular 


Chillicothe street dentist, who has 
been absent for a week or ten days, is 
once more in our midst. 
It was 


rumored that the Doctor would bring 
back a bride with him, but he is still 
heart-whole and fancy-free and revel- 
ing in single blessedness.

it was in the summer and fall of 1879. 
Prior to that year the average exports 
of wheat, flour included, for some 
years had heen about 05,000,000 hush- 
els 
a 
year, rising 
in 
1878 to 


92,000,000 bushels. 
But about 
this 


time 
the 
Europenr1 
i^rain 
harv- 


ests 
were 
almost 
unprecedently 


short and for several years \ve had a 
phenomenal foreign demand for wheat 
and corn. 
In 1S79 
the 
exports of 


wheat and corn advanced to 147,000,000 
bushels; in 1SSO to 180,754,000 bushels, 
and in 1881 to 180,800,000 bushels. Un- 
der this, enormous European buying 
prices rose from SI-06, the average ex- 
port value in 1879, to 81.24 in 1880, 81.11 
in 1881, and §1.19 in 1883. 


But for this unprecedented European 


demand, that no one foresaw 
the 


enormous wheat crops of those years 
would inevitably have brought ex- 
tremely low prices. 


Making a comparison by five-year 


per cents the value of the wheat and 
Hour exports for five years ended June 
30, 1SS3, was 8300,872,403 against S317,- 
509,000 for the preceding five years, a 
gain of over S-1C9,000,000. The increased 
value of corn exports for the same 
period was about 8200,000,000, making 
a total gain in grain exports in five 
years of §009,000,000 over the preceding 
five years. This enormous increase in 
foreign exports completely changed 
all business conditions, burdened our 
seaports •with vessels and resulted in 
great and unforseen importations of 
gold. 


Once more the world seems to be 


hungry for our grain. 
A short supply 


iu Europe and India has brought about 
an active demand for wheat and corn. 
Not many months ago foreign ship 
owners were unable to find employ- 
ment for their boats and hundreds of 
"ocean tramps" were lying iu British 
harbors. Now there is a pressing de- 
mand for shippers and every vessel that 
can reach our ports finds a cargo. Chart- 
ers have been made for vessels cover- 
ing the entire winter and some cases 
late into the spring. At Baltimore 
alone over one hundred steamers have 
been chartered in advance of arrival 
to load grain. This alone represents 
fully 15,000,000 bushels of grain, for 
which room has been engaged at'this 
port. At every other port on the At- 
lantic and gulf coast the same thing is 
going on and the aggregate engage- 
ments alread}r made foot up over 50,000,- 
000 bushels. 
Ou the Pacific coast the

heavy. 
Offers an; being considered for 


shipment from Atlantic poi\ts to India 
and one charter is pending, if not al- 
ready closed, for a steamer to load 
oats at New York for Calcutta. 
The 


immense grain exports of 1S70 hnlped 
to give us the boom of that year and it 
may possibly be that the wonderful 
activity now seen in our exports will 
mark the beginning" of a general re- 
vival in trade and a general rise in 
prices, just as was the case in 1S79 and 
1SSO.

Bimetallism Means -They Cannot Double 


KeiU Value of Westeru Investment*. 
A fall ill prices represents a corre- 


sponding- increase in purchasing power 
of money. 
A rigidly just system in 


payment' of debts would therefore al- 
low payment in a nominal sum dimin- 
ished in exact ratio to the increase in 
purchasing power, or, in other words, 
to the fall in prices. So well recognized 
is this fundamental law of cquitv in 
pnymeut of debts that Prof. Laughiin, 
himself one of the gold champions of 
the present time, has proposed a multi- 
ple standard, consisting of u unit com- 
pounded of the ruling prices of a dozen 
or twenty of the standard commodities. 
Thus ii man might equitably pay a S1CO 
debt of paying $l20or$SO,ormoreorless 
either way, according to the variation 
of the nominal standard in purchasing 
power. lie would be paying e-quitnbly 
because he would he returning the samo 
purchasing power, though not the same 
nominal value in money. 


A rise in prices represents a fall in 


the purchasing power of a dollar, and 
hence decreases the real value of the 
debt. Inflation causes a rise in prices, 
and hence does injustice to the cred- 
itor. 
Contraction produces a fall in 


prices, increases the power of the dol- 
lar, and hence does injustice to the 
debtor. 


A change either way in the purchas- 


ing power of the standard docs injustice 
to somebody. The great desideratum 
is a standard that will not vary. Ob- 
viously, if creditors should influence 
legislation to lower prices they would 
be dishonest. Either course would be 
easily... possible by legislative manipu- 
lations; either would be dishonest and 
subversive of government.

50 per cent, since the demonetization of 
silver, or since that act began fairly to 
produce its legitimate consequences. 
This is simply another way of saying 
that the gold dollar has appreciated in 
like ratio. Everything1 has fallen ex- 
cept gold. It, being the standard, has, 
of cour.se, risen. Now, let us ask those 
who sosweepingly charge western cred- 
itors with an attempt at repudiation: 
Who nre the aggressors in this case? 
Instead of the silver movement being 
an aggressive effort on the part of 
debtors to pay 50-cent dollars, it is a de- 
fensive movement on their part to pre- 
sent their creditors from making them 
pay 200-cent dollars. 


Most of the debts, mortgages and 


bonds which now hang like a body of 
death over the newer portions of our 
country were contracted from ten (o 
twenty 3renrs ago, since which time 
prices 'nave fallen half. If a Nebraska 
farmer borrowed $1,000 20 years ngo, 
when wheat was worth 100 cents n bush- 
el and other things in proportion, he 
was borrowing a purchasing power, ex- 
pressed in wheat, of $1,000. Now, if he 
is compelled to pay the $1,000 in gold, 
when wheat is worth only 50 cents a 
bushel, he is practically paying a pur- 
chasing power of $2,000. In general 
terms, it. mny be asserted that the west- 
ern borrower is compelled, under the 
gold standard and the fallen prices 
which it causes, to pay twice the pur- 
chasing power in wheat, corn, wool, 
horses, labor, aJl the essential products 
of his life's work, that lie borrowed. 
Hence, even if the free coinage of silver 
does result in a permanent f>0-cent silver 
dollar, and if the debtor pays his gold 
debts in that depreciated currency, he 
is, after nil, paying-back the same quan- 
tity of labor and the products of labor 
that he borrowed. Five hundred dollars 
in gold or .$1,000 in silver is worth as 
much r.ow as $1,000 in gold then. If 
ths'sc things be true, what becomes of 
the charge of repudiation so flippantly 
hurled agninst the hard-working pio- 
iTcrs of civilization in our great west? 


Who is dishonest, the debtor who is 


trying to pay his debt in a form that 
commands the same purchasing power 
for himself and the creditor, or the cred- 
itor who socks to take advantage of cir- 
cumstances by which he can force pay- 
ment, in a form, even though it be nom- 
inally the same, iu reality twice the bur- 
den to the debtor and twice the julvaii- 
tiisrt 
1 to himself? Hoes it not rather ap- 


pear that, the sentiment which several 
of your correspondents express is mak- 
ing its outcry, not. so much because it 
is in danger of losing lial f of its western 
investments, as that it is afraid it will 
not puccpod in doubling their roal value 
through an artificial fall of prices?—

The fallacy of the high prices argu- 


ment lies in the fact that each and ev- 
crv one of the 70,000,000 Americans are 
consumers, and only a comparatively 
small number of them sellers of goods 
which are affected by the tariff. 
The 


millions of farmers, planters, farm 
laborers, etc., cannot have the price of 
their products, of which a surplus is 
annually exported, increased by tariff 
laws. 
The millions of workers in 


taills, factories, mines, etc., can get no 
advantage from a policy which merely 
increases their employers' profits and 
in no way advances wages, which de- 
pend on the competition among em- 
ployes. Even if the employers could 
be compelled to divide with their work- 
ers some of their profits, this would 
not compensate for the increased cost 
of living resulting from a general ad- 
vance in prices. 


Tlie whole question of cheap goods 


versus high protection prices is there- 
fore a matter of figures. 
The best in- 


terests of the 70,000,000 people who buy 
things are all on the side of low prices. 
TlieleHisu interests of a few manufac- 
turers are on the side of taxes which 
niiikc {roods dear. 
It should not be 


hard to decide which policy is fairest 
'and best.

A II'KW 1'ouutulrums Tliiit Voters May Well

What is a tn^l? A combination of 


manufacturers or producers of goods, 
formed 
for the 
purpose of raising- 


prices. 


How can they increase the price of 


their products? l!y controlling the en- 
tire output of a certain kind of com- 
modity. 


On what does their ability to control 


the supply in any given market de- 
pend? On crushing out domestic com- 
petition and preventing competitors 
from selling iu the trust's markets. 


Are there any trusts in the United 


States? At least six or seven hundred, 
which control the manufacture or dis- 
tribution of all the principal products 
of the country. 


What is the basis of these trusts? 


Laws which give special privileges to 
a small number o£ persons. 


In what way are the trusts helped 


by a protective tariff? 
Ky shutting1 


foreign goods out of this country so 
that the combined domestic manufac- 
turers are enabled to charge higher 
prices for their products. 


Do the trusts favor high 
tariffs? 


They use their influence, contribute 
large sums to campaign funds and 
work in congress for protection. 


What does this show? That a high 


tariff: .is of vital importance to the 
trusts. 


Are the 
conditions of 
producers 


beneficial to the 70,000,000 who buy 
goods? No, they have been described 
by such good republican authority as 
the New York Tribune as "Enemies of 
the American people" and "instru- 
ments of extortion." 


What would be the effect of abolish-

China, Japan, the Straits Settlements, 
to countries all over the work"! using 
silver. Oriental countries arc sinks for 
silver, will absorb any amount a.nd. 
never give up any. Their business and 
their demand for it expand and increase 
constantly. This is true in other conn- 
trios, and must, go on. As to the Eu- 
ropean countries we sell it. to, 
the 


cheaper they gat it the more there is 
in exchange with the. ultimate buyer. 
As to the latter, the cheaper they get 
it the more there is to them in building 
up their industrial and commercial com- 
petition with gold-using1 nnd with bi- 
metallic countries. The difference in 
price between coinage price and what 
we get for it, say, lialf price, is not only 
direct loss to us on a valuable nnd im- 
portant export, but it is bounty to 
oriental countries to help them expand 
their business in competition with, us. 
Protection and cheap silver cannot go 
together. The one is protection o.f our 
home market to the- home manufac- 
turers. The other is a bounty to the for- 
eign manufacturer to the extent of fur- 
nishing him money worth a dollar for 
50 cents, and with it lie is becoming a 
competitor. 
If the price was full coin- 


nge price as it would be under free coin- 
age, we would not only get twice as 
much per ounce for what-silver we could 
spare but we should cense to give our 
industrial and commercial opponents 
the advantage over us which wo now 
give them. 
We are the largest silver 


producers in the world; Mexico is next 
and South American countries produce 
a large part of the remainder, and with 
free silver coinage in tiiis country we. 
would control the world's silver. 


"Silver alone is the money of nearly a 


billion, or two-thirds of the world's pop- 
ulation. The operation of the njpigre- 
ciatlng gold value has been, so far as it 
applies to silver itself, to enable Eu- 
ropean exchange dealers to buy silver 
from silver producing countries at half 
price and to sell it to silver xising coun- 
,ries which produce no silver, at full 
>rice. Appreciated gold has served to 
make all export, or selling, countries, 
sell their exports at hiilf price, as meas- 
ured by gold, and of course this has 
brought their domestic trade down to 
;he export price level. 


"The 
United States, as the largest 


producer, by free coinage could control 
the silver situation. With silver here 
at coinage price we would get all Mexi- 
ca.n and South American surplus sil- 
ver, or else force countries buying it 
direct to pay coinage price. 
There 


would then ensue, in silver-using coun- 
tries, a struggle for silver, such as has 
come for gold in gold-using countries 
since the yellow metal was started in 
thie' scale of appreciation by throwing 
out silver from the mints. Then the 
European countries would have to fur- 
nish their oriental and other silver-us- 
ing customers with silver or lose the 
trade of those countries. There is no 
question as to-what they would do. The 
gold would come for it, at coinage price. 
Making- silver worth coin price will in- 
crease the world's demand for it.

How Bimetallism Worked There llctwccn 


1SO3 mid 1873. 


Sir Henry llucks Gibbs, for <lf) years 


a director of tbe Bank of ICnglaud, at 
one time its governor and gold delegate 
to the international convention of KS7S, 
a bimciallist now and for the rest of 
his life, declares (and flint he had per- 
sonal .knowledge goes without saying) 
that from 1803 to 1ST:!, notwithstanding 
the fact that the law requires nothing 
of the sort to be done, there was not a 
day when any person could not go to 
the Bank of France and got cifher gold 
or silver for the'oiher at the mint ratio 
of 15Vi> to 1. Silver was tendered and 
coined every year, and goid every year 
but 18:13 and 1S72. When England iu 
IS^l resumed specie payments, after 
a long period of paper currency, the 
coinage of gold in France foil off very 
much, and when in 1S70 and following 
years the groat increased production of 
gold came into the world's supply, it 
was tendered and coined in immense 
quantities. Hut all this time the mints 
were coining both metals, and the open 
mint of France, like a pipe between two 
reservoirs, maintained the level of t.hc 
two masses of metal and w;is the equal- 
izer of their variations. Nothing could 
more beautifully or triumphantly il- 
lustrate the fundamental principle of 
bimetallism. The two metals became 
in effect one metal, one primary-money 
mass, to respond to the demands of debt 
and business and to support with broad- 
er basis the credit fabric of the world. 
Said Mr. Cernuschi, French delegate at 
the monetary conference of J8S1: "The 
law by placing the yellow metal and the 
whit* metal on the same footing, by es- 
tablishing a fixed and invariable ratio 
between them, has made them really 
a single money."—C. T. Stone, in Chi- 
cago Kecord.
